This great 3-year- 
old gelding, first son of Man 
O’War to win the _ classic prize, 
lived up to ail his advance notices 
as a mud runner by dashing out in 
front, holding the lead against a 
succession of spirited challenges 
and beating the hope of the far 
West, Chaffee Earl's speedy Nai- 
shapur, by two good lengths in a 
fine closing drive. An outsider, 


Panchio, representing the Three 
D’s Stock Farm of Forth Worth, 
Tex., finished with a rush to beat 
the favorite and homebred hope, 
Col. E. R. Bradley's Blue Lark- 
spur, for third place. 

Blue Larkspur, 2 tol1in_ the 
betting as compared to 3 to 1 for 
Clyde Van Dusen, tock fourth 
place. 

Close to 60,000 spectators, some 
of whom were drenched by a ter- 
rific storm that broke an hour be- 
fore the Derby and lasted unti! it 
was over, saw the gallarft littie 
offspring of Man O’War ridden to 
victory over 20 rivals in‘ masterful 
style by Linus (Pony) McAtee. 
The veteran jockey thereby scored 
his second triumph in three years, 
having had the mount on Harry 
Payne Whitney's victorious W his- 
kery in the 1927 Derby. 

Clyde Van Dusen ran the mile 
and a quarter in 2:104-5- The 
record for the Derby is 2:03 2-5. 

$53,950 Goes to Winner. 

The race, having a value of $64,- 
475, was worth $53,950 to the win- 
ner’s owner, Herbert P. Gardner 
of Amsterdam, N. Y., who also re- 
ceived the $5000 gold cup from the 
hands of Gov.

Movies and Musical Comedy 


Cinema Audiences to Get New Form of Screen 
Entertainment in Large Doses With ‘‘The Desert 
Song,’’ First Show of Its Type, Already Here— 
Reaction of Film Fans a Question But the Talkies 
Suffer From Introduction of Names New to Old 
Audiences — George Arliss to Do Shakspeare.

UST how the movie public will react to *“‘The Desert Song,” the 
first complete light operetta to be made for the talking screens 
and on display now at the Grand Central Theater, we shall not 
attempt to predict. It is an entirely new form of motion picture 
entertainment which the fans may or may not care for. Certainly, 
however, the cash customers are going to get many more of the 
Same sort, for music writers have been transported to Hollywood by 
the trainload and every producing company js hard at work on some 
sort of musical comedy picture. 

It is quite likely that a large part of the patrons of the cinema 
palaces do not pay $3 or $4 for a seat in the legitimate theaters, 
50-called, and have not seen “‘The Desert Song” and the other big 
musical. plays which are now being translated into celluloid. To 
these persons the necessary artificiality of the musical comedy stage 
will appear more pronounced. The ordinary run of movie fan takes 
his entertainment straight. He, or more generally, she, believes 
very firmly that what is going on on the screen is actually happen- 
ing and it is only with considerable restraint that the audience re- 
frains from hissing the villainous heavy and cheering the moon- 
eyed young hero. 

Now no one is ever called upon to imagine for a moment that 
actual life is being paraded in a musical comedy. It is entertainment, 
purely and simply—or if not always purely, surely simply. If the 
young hero suddenly needs a sword or a machine gun to fight his 
way out of a tough spot he may, with considerable rhyme and no 
reason, reach up into thin air and get one and its all right with 
musical comedy audiences, so long as they are entertained.

Then he studied law in 
Chicago and, as already noted, came 
home on foot. 

Once in Vandalia, he set himself up 
as an attorney, and, in the opinion of 
his fellow members at the bar, was an 
able barrister. Always the student, he 
excelled in the technicalities. He was 
a successful lawyer, and he made a 
profit of the law, as he was destined to 


The heirs and their attorneys 
were disappointed, but they 
kept at it.

Jerome Wills’ children were not the 
only ones who did not always satisfy 
his standards of labor. He made all 
other workers proceed in the manner 
he wanted, his son told me. 

But he did most of the repairs on 
the various houses he owned himself. 
He owned more than 35 properties in 
Vandalia, more than any one other 
man in town. 

Dressed in shabby overalls, bits of 
rope substituting for missing suspen- 
der straps, a frayed shirt upon his 
back, a shapeless felt hat upon his 
head, he would load his two-wheeled 
cart with bricks and shingles, with 
nails and with his tools, and, pushing 
it before him, trudge through the 
streets to some house of his needing 
repair. Once a woman, not knowing 
this tatterdemalion for one of the 
town’s wealthiest citizens, and believ- 
ing him to be some itinerant carpen- 
ter, hailed him and asked that he do 
some small repair for her. He paused 
momentarily, told her that he had too 
much work of his own to do, and went 
upon his way.

Jerome Wills had a hobby. It was 
his study of meteorology, and his local 
reputation as a weather forecaster was 
so potent that picknickers sought his 
advice before venturing on their way. 
He had a good-sized library, each book 
carefully dressed in the paper cover 
its owner had wrapped about it. The 
books, still standing on their shelves 
in his former home, bear the names of 
Vergil, Plutarch, Sophocles and Aeschy- 
lus, Schiller, Goethe, Wordsworth and 
Balzac. They still stand there, and in 
a storeroom nearby you will find an 
old metal mail box, the kind ruralists 
place upon a post, and an ancient tray 
for carrying milk bottles.

Many 
persons had long believed her dead. 

In a word, ‘‘Mademoiselle Doktor” 
was the foremost woman in the Ger- 
man espionage system. She was in 
charge of Germany's largest spy bu- 
reau, the one at Antwerp. Those at 
Geneva and Barcelona were generally 
regarded as being of less importance. 

Legends grew up about her. It was 
said that she exerted hypnotic power, 
that her eyes held an extraordinary 
psychic fascination. It was known that 
she had magnificently installed herself 
in the Chateau de Merxens, on the out- 
skirts of Antwerp, directing the opera- 
tions of sples over all of Northern 
France. 

She herself played perfectly safe, 
unlike so many of her agents, among 
them Mata Hari, the Dutch-Colonial 
danseuse. It was whispered that she 
showed no mercy to agents who were 
treacherous or who failed on mission. 
If they came back to Antwerp she her- 
self shot them down. 

Finally she became almost a myth. 
Even her name was not known—never 
has been known. She was called the 
“Blonde Lady of Antwerp,’ ‘‘Made- 
moiselle Doktor,”’ ‘Frau Captain Hein- 
richson,”’ ‘“‘Princess Jeanne,” ‘‘Madame 
Muller” and ‘‘Miss Lirrie.”’

This picture, it was charged, showed 
Rio as ‘‘a dismal and squalid village, 
with the inhabitants apparently hav- 
ing no other occupation than playing 
and dancing the tango at all hours, 
while the Portuguese language seemed 
to be entirely unknown in Brazil.”’ 

Dr. Amaral's comments were 
couched in the polite phrases of diplo- 
macy, but he was obviously sincere 
when he said: ‘‘The American motion 
picture is a mighty contribution to ed- 
ucation and enlightenment and a force- 
ful factor for the enjoyment of life, 
but, unfortunately, as always happens 
when the field of human expansion 
grows and spreads, some exceptions 
present themselves. 

“The sense of fairness of Americans. 
their inborn. feeling for accuracy and 
fair play, as well as their kindness to- 
ward their friends abroad, will con- 
tribute, I am sure, to put these ex- 
ceptional features into better working 
order as time goes on." 
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Ambassador Paul Claudel 
of France, speaking at a din- 


ner tendered him by the

Wagner took charge of the case, 
but no one held out much hope for 
a solution. Before finding the mur- 
derer, it was necessary to find out who 
the victim was, and with nothing by 
which to identify her this was admit- 
tediy no easy task. A carefui examin- 
ation of the victim revealed that she 
was @ woman of from 40 to 45 years 
of age, had blue eyes and light chest- 
nut hair, wae five feet, five inches in 
height and medium stout in build. 
Her clothes were of no particular dis- 
tinction, and no garment bore either 
initials or a laundry mark. 


When the crime was made public 
and a description of the victim was 
published in the newspapers, the of- 
fice of the Union @ounty investigators 
was immediately deluged with tele- 
phone calis and anonymous ietters. In 
each case the informant declared that 
the description fitted a person who 
had disappeared. Detective Wagner 
and hie aseociates carefully investigat- 
ed each of these calis and letters, but 
in each case the person who was sup- 
posed to have disappeared was located. 


HE body was ‘‘positively identi- 
fied'’ by various people eight dif- 
ferent times, and each time the 
investigators found that person alive, 
although in one instance they had to 
gO as far west ase Denver to do s0. 
This sort of thing might have lasted 
indefinitely without achieving a solu- 
tion, had not Detective Wagner de- 
cided on a course of action 

“These tips are misleading and 
wasteful,’ he said. ‘‘We'd better for- 
get them and get to work on the ma- 
terial we have.” 

And with that he turned again to 
another examination of the murdered 
woman's apparel. Piece by piece he 
examined the woman's clothing, and 
each time he was disappointed, unti! 
he came to the shoes. To the eyes of 
an ordinary investigator there was 
nothing about those shoes unusual 
enough to justify Detective Wagner's 
grunt of satisfaction. They were in 
fact a very ordinary pair of black lace 
oxforda with French heels and the 
size wae 6C. They showed signs of 
considerable wear, had been repaired, 
and their patent leather was badly 
cracked. On the inside of the shoes 
was the name of the manufacturer: 
Friedman-Shelby, St. Louis, Mo., and 
nearby were the numbers, 360- 
S59R5H. 

Wagner's elation at discovering the 
name of the manufacturer was due to 
hopefulneas, rather than to a feeling 
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that the first number, 360, 
merely indicated the size. 
The other number, §5986H, 
also meant nothing, they 
said, as far ae an investiga- 
tion was concerned. This 
number merely identified 
the shoes as having been 
manufactured in a certain 
one of the company's numer- 
ous plants Thirty-five 
other pairs of shoes had the 


of triumph. The mere name of the 
maker was far from assuring a solu- 
tion, especially in the case of a com- 
pany like Friedman-Shelby which 
manufactured thousands of pairs of 
shoes daily. And it required more 
than a little optimism to plan to trace 
a pair of shoes made in St. Louis to 
the unidentified body of a woman in 
New Jersey, and to hope in the course 
of that procedure to learn who the 
woman was. But Detective Wagner 
determined to make the effort. 

He immediately.sent a message to 
the Pinkerton office in St. Louis ex- 
plaining the situation, and a detective 
called at the Friedman-Sheilby Com- 
pany. The officers of the company 
were entirely willing to be of help, but 
the information they had to offer was 
not encouraging. They explained 


saine number. But once 
these shoes reached the St. Louis 
warehouse they were packed up with 
thousands of others of the same satyle 
made in other branches, and no fur- 
ther record was kept of these inside 
numbers, which were merely local 
branch markings, From then on the 
shoes of this style were sorted accord- 
ing to size and so distributed to the 
retail dealers. The general style num- 
ber of this type of shoe was 2412. It 
had been manufectured some _ time 
between September 1, 1927, and 
March 8, 1928, and in that period had 
been sold to hundreds of dealers. 
When this information was sent to 
Detective Wagner he immediately re- 
solved on a course of action and sat 
down to write another letter to his 
St. Louls office. 
“Go through the Friedman-Shelby 
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accounts,” he 
wrote, ‘and send 
me a list of the 
names and ad- 
dresses of all deal- 
ers who purchased 
shoes of that size 
and style.” 

The Pinkertons 
in St. Louls then 
methodically went 
through the Fried- 
man-Shelby' rec- 
orde and in a few 
days Wagner re- 
ceived his list. It 
showed that al- 
most 200 retailers 
in as many dif- 
ferent towns had 
handied shoes No. 
2412, size 6C, and 
on top of that 
Wagner dis- 
covered that many 
of the dealers had 
purchased many 
pairs of that size. 
Wagner then got 
busy and c¢com- 
posed a form let- 
ter describing the 
crime, the victim 
and the shoes. 
Exch copy of this 
letter was a 4d- 

dreesed to the Chief of Police in whose 
district one of the above dealers con- 
ducted business. The Chief was given 
the name of his particular dealer, 
whom he was to visit and from whom 
he was to try to learn the iden- 
tity, if possible, of all customers who 
had bought shoes of that kind. The 
Chief was also asked to see if any per- 
son reported missing in his vicinity 
answered the description of the woman 
found by the roadside near Cranford. 
These letters were sent to 190 different 
officers. The search was somewhat sim- 
plified by the fact that the Friedman- 
Shelby records showed no sales of this 
type of shoe in New York or Con- 
necticut, and only a few in Southern 
New Jersey. 


HE New Jersey towns were per- 
sonally visited by investigators, 
as were the larger cities in 
Pennsylvania, but without results. The 
reet was up to the police officers to 
whom the circular letters had bees 
addressed. Days passed and no reply 
came. The days stretched tmto two 
weeks, and Detective Wagner began 
to feel that his search, for all ite thor-. 
oughness, was a failure. 
Then on the morning of April 6 he 
received a long-distance telephone cal! 
from Chief of Police Henry Barber of 


Greenville, Pennsylvania. The Chief 
told Wagner that he had visited the 
Sliffkin Shoe Store in his town and 
learned that several pairs of the spec- 
ified shoe had been sold, exactly to 
whom the dealer could not recall. 
Since no one in his district had been 
reported missing, the Chief then dis- 
missed the matter. Then a few days 
later he learned that a Mrs. Mildred 
Mowrey, a widow who had lived in 
Greenville for many years, had left 
town early in February to meet a re- 
cently-acquired husband. Some of Mrs. 
Mowrey's friends told the Chief that 
she had married the man last August 
in Elkton, Maryland, and that she had 
returned to Greenville to wait for him 
to prepare a home for her, and that 
early in February she had again left 
Greenville, saying she was going to 
meet him. The friends had never 
seen her husband, since he had never 
visited Greenville, and they had no 
idea who he was. What had surprised 
them and set them to talking was the 
fact that the former Mrs. Mowrey hau 
failed to send as much as one tiny 
post-card to her former intimates and 
associates. When Chief Barber heard 
this he asked for a description of Mrs. 
Mowrey and found that it closely tal- 
lied with the description sent by De- 
tective Wagner. Then he went again 
to the shoe store and the dealer re- 
called selling a pair of shoes to the 
widow. Such was the information con- 
veyed over the telephone wire. Next 
day friends and relatives of Mrs. 
Mowrey came to Elizabeth, in Union 
County, New Jersey, and definitely 
identified the body of the murdered 
woman as that of the former Mrs. 
Mildred Mowrey. 


Wagner had good reason to con- 

gratuiate himself. But he still 
didn't know who the man in the case 
was, nor did anyone else. All that he 
could learn from Mre. Mowrey's 
friends was that she had told them 
she had been married in Elkton, 
Maryland, while she was absent from 
Greenville in August. With this in- 
formation Wagner went to Elkton and 
inspected the marriage records of the 
town. Under date of August 28, 1928. 
he found the record of a marriage be- 
tween Mrs. Mildred Mowrey and a Dr. 
Richard M. Campbell. The record 
further showed that Dr. Campbel! had 
given his address as 3707 Yosemite 
etreet, Baltimore. In view of what 
had occurred later, Wagner suspected 
that the name and address were prob- 
ably both fictitious, and sure enough, 
when he got to Baltimore, he diseov- 
ered there was no Yosemite street, al-
